Britain demolishes Americans in Easter 


Match Race Series

TARPORLEY, CHESHIRE, ENGLAND, MAR. 27 


Great Britain, led by Dave Potter, Barry Sheene and Barry Ditchburn, 
decisively defeated Team America (435-379) inthe eighth annual running of 
the Easter Match Race Series for the John Player Transatlantic Trophy. 
Although Americans Pat Hennen and Kenny Roberts led all scorers, it was a 


British show all the way. 


The six-race, three venue series was viewed by over 125,000 fans in dry but 
chilly weather. Barry Sheene (Suz) put the British road racers off on the right 
foot with a win in the first leg at Brands Hatch followed by Roberts and 
Hennen. The second leg went to Hennen after throttle linkage problems 
dropped Roberts to the bottom of the finisher list. Sheene took second with 
his teammates solidly filling out the mid-pack positions. 

The British led 162-110 and continued to score consistently in later rounds 


by packing the top 10. 


Roberts and Hennen shared victories at Mallory Park and did the same for 
the final rounds at Oulton Park. The American team seemed to jell at 


Oulton, but by then it was too late. 


The American team — in order of points scored — was comprised of: Pat 
Hennen (Suz) 92, Kenny Roberts (Yam) 79, David Aldana (Yam) 50, Skip 
Aksland (Yam) 42, Mike Baldwin (Yam) 39, Gene Romero (Yam) 36,Dale 
Singleton (Yam) 25 and David Emde (Yam) 16. Bruce Hammer (Yam) filled 


the reserve position, but did not compete. 


Brad Lackey had a busy Easter 
weekend, riding his Bill Buchka-tuned 
RC450 Honda in a total of seven motos 
at three different tracks in England 
and Belgium. On Good Friday, 
Lackey won overall in the Hants 
Grand International Race for the 
third year in a row at Ringwood, 
England with a 2-1-1 score. Second 
was Honda teammate Graham Noyce 
with a 1-2-2. Third went to Peter 
Heerlings who put in a 3-4-3 day on his 
Maico. 


Lackey then moved on to Belgium 


for the Easter Trophy Race, a . 


muddy two-day, four-moto event 
on both 250 and 500cc class bikes. 
The first two races, one 250cc and 
one 500cc, were run at Marche, 
Belgium on Easter Sunday; the 
final motos, one in each 
displacement size, took place on 
Monday, Mar. 27 at Jodoingne, 
Belgium. Overall results were 
based on the best three out of four 
finishes in the two-day program. 
Lackey turned in a third overall 
performance with a 2-4-2 total. 


Winning the Easter Trophy Race was 
Suzuki's Gaston Rahier. Rahier settled 
for second in the first 250cc moto, 
then won-the second. His third placing 








in the final 500cc event secured his 2- 
1-3 overall point tally. 


The surprise of the weekend came 
with the return of Team Suzuki's 
Roger DeCoster who -won the 
opening moto at Marsche. “He 
looks great!" Bill Buchka told 
Cycle News in his Monday phone 
report. "He shocked everyone 
when he won the first race of the 
weekend by over 30 seconds!" 
DeCoster's 1-6-1 accumulation was 
good for second overall.

More Bitchin 


I don't know much about Bob 
Bitchin except that his tongue 
generally is so far into his cheek he 
must have trouble eating. On the 
other hand, he removed it long 
enough in the March 8 issue to make a 
rather profound statement: Dirt 
bikers could overturn the elite band of 
preservationists and their land closure 
laws if they simply would band 
together. 

These laws, notably the latest 
Wilderness Act closing, among other 
areas, two-wheeled trails in Sequoia 
National Forest, are onerous and 
against the interest of most Americans 
who don't have the time, energy and 
physical condition to backpack 
through the High Sierra. 

If 100,000 street bikers can upend 
an unpopular helmet law, what might 
be the effect of a similar number of 
dirt bikers descending — peaceably, of 
course — on Trout Meadows or 
Grasshopper Flat? The Rev. Martin 
Luther King sat in against 
unconstitutional laws, was branded a 
troublemaker and worse, but what was 
the ultimate outcome? 

The drive for justice demands 
sacrifice. Too many of us are unwilling 
to invest in it, knuckling under to the 
politicians who pat us on the head and 
cluck-cluck that it’s now the law and 
there's little which can be done. 

What we should be is damned mad 
and united in the conclusion that we're 
not going to take it anymore. After all, 
there are far more voting dirt bikers 
than there are card-carrying Sierra

Is Bob Bitchin the same guy who 
wrote that all bikers should get 
together a while back? I can’t believe 
it! I ride both street and dirt, and I 
think anywho who rides any kind of 
bike is heading in the right direction. 
But I think Bob Bitchin is not a true 
biker. 


In Washington, we got rid of the 
helmet law. I helped fight it because I 
don’t think anyone should tell anybody 
else what to do. I still wear my Bell 120 
when I ride my 900, though, because I 
don’t want some car nerd to waste me 
at 25 mph just because my head's not 
protected. I can see and hear fine with 
my full coverage helmet. And I don’t 
think I have a yellow streak, nor am I a 
nerd for racing and riding in the dirt.

Next time Bitchin's splitting 
lanes, half-crocked without his 
helmet, and some angry mother in a 
car cuts him off, and he comes out 
with a smashed melon instead of 
possibly walking away from it, let him 
think about the dirt riders who are 
smart enough to wear their helmets, 
ride on closed circuits, and (when we 
do venture out on the street) use 
common sense and drive defensively.

19, my brother Paul and I were invited 
to help design a new course for this 
season. 

After much though and time, we 
came up with a track which was 
demanding yet safe, with many lines 
and covered by three feet of grass. The 
club then put in over three days 
marking the track and putting up 
snow fencing, etc. After completion, 
the track was met with mixed emotion, 
ranging from "It's a trials course" tó 
"Bitchen" to it being too slow, too 
rough, etc. 


We were hesitant on race day as to. 


the outcome. The track was slippery 
and very muddy in spots and everyone 
was having difficulty. By the end of 
practice, two deep mud sections were 
removed, but the rest of the track was 
left intact. 

Well, the races. went on and the 
track dried out. No one got hurt 


seriously and there was some good 


racing. The track made everyone work 
hard and I'm glad. 

Motocross today is not motocross 
any more. Most tracks offer challenge 
only in hitting bumps at 50 mph. 
Watsonville left the riding to the rider 
and not his $1,000 suspension job. 

I hope for the next race that we cám 
develop a longer track with more up 
and downhill. I need the riders’ 


support, though. Those of you who are^ 


tired of racing around on tracks which 
consist of 50 mph straights and 
sweeping turns, unite! s 
Let's have pure motocross ‘at 
Watsonville and let the riders who like 
scramble-o-cross go race somewheré 
else.

Sputnik and 
the translator 


gap 


Remember Sputnik? I was in high 
school at the time. We all went 
to bed one night still believing 
the United States was about to 


launch the world’s first orbiting space 
probe. We woke up the next morning 
to find that the Russians had blown us 
into the weeds. Shocked? Hoo, boy; 
were we! 
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The bitter irony is, it shouldn't have 
been a surprise; the Russians never 
really kept it a secret. There were 
literally reams of Russian-language 
scientific papers sitting in the halls of 
the State Department that clearly 
predicted Sputnik’s launch months 
before the bird went up. Nobody had 
gotten around to translating them 
because we were short of translators. 
~ What’s all this got to do with 
motorcycles? Would you believe we, 
also, are suffering from a translator 
shortage? No, not to translate Russian. 
The language in question is far more 
formidable than Russian. 

It's bureaucratese., Ask anybody 
who's had to deal with bureaucracy 
any length of time. The language of 
government is virtually untranslatable 
to anybody who's not barmy already. 
It makes lousy reading, even to those 
who try to understand it. Up until 
recently, no self-respecting biker 
would even bother to try. There was a 
time when bikers, and government 
virtually ignored each other. That 
time is past. 

Last year the Motorcycle Industry 
Council alerted its member companies 
to more than 1,500 government actions 
that would have affected 
motorcycling. Of those, 211 proposals 
became law. In all, MIC's staffers 
figure to have waded through over one 
million pages of solid bureaucratese, 
searching for things potentially 
damaging to their business. From a 
slightly different tack, AMA staff did 
likewise in the interests of riders. 


Thats a lot of paper. MIC has 
about, a dozen people they can throw 
into the breach. AMA has about four. 
What we have, in the words of the old 
cold warriors, is a translator gap! 

Ats already hurt us. We knew 
motorcycle emission controls were in 
the. works as early as 1975. Today, 
some people whose livelihoods depend 
on motorcycles are just now getting the 
message. 

A: few of us had all the necessary 
paper right in our hands, but weren't 
capable of correctly translating the 
bureaucratese into plain English. I was 
one, and I know I failed I thought, 
back in 1975, that it all meant the 
bureaucrats were killing the high- 
performance two stroke, and with it, 
the: road-wrinkling Superbike. I was 
wrong. The Superbikes are yet with us, 
afid it turns out there are worse things 
than the demise of the two-stroke 
street bike. We are only now finding 
out. what a  hammerlock the 
bureaucrats are placing on what we can 
buy, what we can sell, how we can ride 
it, how we may fix it, trick it out, or 
rework it. 

That’s just emissions. There's also 
land use planning, noise regs, 
equipment standards, the perennial 
helmet- hassle, safety statistics, the 
debate over Rider Ed (To be, or not to 
be?), wilderness, endangered species, 
price regulation, energy policy and on 
and on. A million. pages a year, 
expected to about double every couple 
years. It's as if government were the 
only growth industry left in the 
country. 

Between you and that descending 
mass of bureaucratic gunge stand just 
over two dozen men and women, 
trying to translate it into English in 
‘time for you, rider/dealer/racer/parts- 
builder/whatever, to react. Some of 
them work for MIC. Some of them 
work for AMA. There's Russ Sanford 
at M.O.R.E. A few more work for 
nothing with ABATE, MMA, District 
37 and the like, just trying to cope. 

You owe them something, even if it’s 
just a year’s association dues to the 
group of your choice, The translator 
gap is real, it's hurting, it's wide open. 
The gap's not going to get filled if the 
well is dry.

TARASSA, SPAIN, MAR. 12 


Bultaco’s Bernie Schreiber finally won his 
spurs as a fully-fledged factory rider amid the 
dusty, rocky hills of Tarassa in northern Spain 


last Sunday. 


Brilliantly juggling the works 
machine in a style that now has 
many European observers 
hailing the arrival of a future 
world champion, the cheerful 19-year- 
old Californian scored his second 
World Championship win in a fort- 
night,. gave Bultaco their fifth 
straight win — and earned himself the 
"right to contest the remaining seven 
. title rounds with full factory support. 

Best on both 25-section laps of the 
6 Sant Llorenc del Munt course that was 





strangely subdued in severity, 
Schreiber beat England's Martin 
Lampkin by 5.5 marks - but a really 
solid performance from the Yorkshire 
ace saw him leapfrog over World 
Champion Yrjo Vesterinen from 
Finland, into a four-point lead in the 
series. 


Vesterinen, with an anxious frown 
now replacing the smile that he had 
carried through his early wins in Ulster 
and Wales, was struggling, first with 
water in the ignition of his Bultaco, 
and then with a puncture in the 











second last section that cost him a 
precious five marks. 

After five years of heckling and 
jeering from the Spanish crowds over 
his switch from Ossa to Yamaha, Mick 
Andrews won a place in Spanish hearts 
once again, riding into third place 
on...an Ossa! 


Andrews, supremely fit and right 
back in form again, turned out on a 
bog-standard- 310cc machine, after 
agreeing in mid-week to a one-off ride 
for the Barcelona factory he helped to 
two European titles in 1971 and 72. 


A victory for Andrews would have 
been a real fairy-tale return - but the 
Derbyshire ace found the steering of 
the 310 heavy going compared with his 
Yamaha, and lacking a little in bot- 
tom end power.

gives him a share of third in the cham- 
pionship with the man he beat. 

Next was British champion Rob 
Shepherd, beating Vesterinen by only 
three tenths of a mark, despite 
blowing the Honda's front fork seals 
after the start of the second lap and 
having to contend with “pogo stick” 
suspension for the rest of the distance. 

But that wasn't all of Shepherd's 
worries. At Carlets, the sixth section 
on his second tour, Shepherd punc- 
tured. He fitted a spare tube, but had 
no pump - and had to wait 20 minutes 
before SWM's former Italian cham- 
pion Giovanni Tosco came to his aid: 


The whole operation cost the four- 
stroke campaigner 45 minutes, but at 
the end, he had managed to make up 
all but 18 minutes of the six hours plus 
one hour time allowance. 

It wasn't enough to relegate 
Vesterinen, until the world champion 
blew his tire near the finish. Clearly 
unhappy at his fall from supremacy, 








lings. 





Vesterinen said: "I have had many 
problems today - and I'm not used to 
problems." 

After the first lap of 25 miles, 
British Montesa rider Nigel Birkett 
was in contention for a good haul of 
title points, lying joint fifth with 
Karlsson and Shepherd, but he tailed 
away to eighth at the finish when the 
dry rockery became polished and skid- 
dy. 
Only Schreiber and Lampkin of the 
top flight runners thought it had been 
anything less than a great trial. "Too 
easy," claimed the Yorkshireman. 
"Not what we have come to expect of 
Spain," and Schreiber agreed. 

The scheduled appearance of the 
home-spun four-stroke.Moto Guzzis in 
the hands of Giuseppe Bartorilla and 
Luigi Pegoraro, failed to materialize. 


Gearing problems with the revam- 
ped Stornello machines persuaded the 
two Italians to stay at home, while 
former Austrian champion Walter 





Luft, just out of bed after three days of 
flu, only nursed the new 250 KTM 
round the course as a spectator. 

His teammate, six-times West Ger- 
man champion Felix Krahnstover rode 
the 330 KTM prototype throughout 
with a bent swinging arm - a legacy of 
the French round a week earlier, but 
he was not disappointed with his 32nd 
placing. 

“I am not riding for points” said the 


six-foot six-inch German giant - only 
to get information for further 
' development." 


Schreiber started his assault on the 
traps of Tarassa in brilliant style, and 
was joint leader with Andrews, 
Karlsson and Belgian Jean-Luc Colson 
when they came to Carlets for the first 
time. The stream test and second-gear 
blast here saw only eight riders go 
clean — Schreiber, Andrews, Karlsson, 
Coutard, Spaniards Alfonso Soler and 
Martin Terra, plus Martin Lampkin 
and Nigel Birkett. 

Former Suzuki team rider Birkett 
was going great, having ridden the 
gripless, loose shale climb at the first 
hazard for a prod - a performance 
matched only by local expert Joaquin 
Abad. : 

Schreiber's luck held out when he 
punctured just before Ratoli, the 12th 
section, for only a short distance fur- 
ther on, he stumbled upon Bultaco's 
support van, and was able to switch 
tubes with little bother. 


He went on to become the only rider 
not to have a "fiasco" (five marks) on 
his first lap punch card, but Lampkin, 
who had opened his account with a 
pair of fives, was chasing him all the 
way, and the top two began their 
second tour with just four marks bet- 
ween them. 

As they began the second lap, it was 
Schreiber's turn to sweat. A double 
five for the American against a single 
five for the Briton put Lampkin into 
the lead for the first time - but it was to 
be short-lived. 1 

Unable to keep his feet on the pegs 
at Conill, a section he had cleaned so 
easily first time round, Lampkin gave 


‘back three marks as he legged his way 


out of trouble, and with his main rival 
stringing together 19 cleans in the sec- 
tion 25 sections, it was in the bag. 
Schreiber’s aspirations towards 
stunt-work were evident, when three 
sections from home, he gambled on 
leaping the Bultaco across seven feet of 
water, to avoid taking to cambered 


rocks with wet tires — and the gamble: 


paid off with yet another clean ride. 

Unable to adapt the Suzuki's 
“furious flywheel” characteristic to the 
many rocky turns he encountered, 
Malcolm Rathmell had yet another 
miserable day, and by finishing in a 
very unfamiliar llth berth, he vir- 
tually waved goodbye to his champion- 
ship chances. 

Schreiber could afford the luxury of 
adding half a mark to his total when 
finishing five minutes into his final 
hour, while Lampkin, charging the 
course like a ding-bat, avoided time 
penalties for the fourth time in the five 
rounds staged so far. 

Round six, half-way stage in the 
championship follows on May 28 in 


Gefrees, West Germany, where 
another win would put him third in 
the world. e

Ward wins Race of Champions at World Mini 


Grand Prix

In his last appearance on a minicycle, the Flyin’ 
Freckle, Jeff Ward came out to Racing World 
with only three hours of practice on a minibike 
and ran away with the main event of the Na- 


tional Minicycle | Association's 
World Mini Grand Prix. Easter 
weekend brought many riders 
from all over the United States 
and as far away as England, Mexico 
and Australia. Yamaha sponsored the 
three-moto event, with all competitors 
riding stock YZ80E machines. 
Mounts were switched after each moto 
to ensure an equal ride for everyone. 
As the first moto got underway, 
Steve Schmitz, Jeff Ward and Scott 


Burnworth flaunted their California 
knowledge of the course by jumping 
out to an early lead. Schmitz and 
Ward set up a fierce battle for the lead 
as Burnworth fought a sticky engine 
and held on to third. As Erik Kehoe 
entered the battle in fourth, the pack 
tightened up. 

Coming off a steep dropoff, 
Schmitz, Ward, Burnworth and 
Kehoe entered flight in a formation 
the U.S. Air Force would have 
admired. When the quartet landed, 


Ward took Schmitz by surprise and 
out-flew him, taking over the lead. 

As the moto progressed, Burnworth 
didn't. His engine seized on the fourth 
lap, giving the fourth spot to 
Oklahoma's Kenny Caster. When the 
checkers flew, Ward had stretched out 
a comfortable lead on Schmitz, Kehoe 
and Caster. Bringing in fifth was Phil 
Larson of Washington, followed by 
Scooter Stafford out of Louisiana and 
Danny Coyle from Alabama. 

Continuing his domination into the 
second round was Ward again, but this 
time he had challenge only from the 
gate to the first turn. Schmitz came 
around in second, but at the end of the 
front “straight, Ward was already 
beginning to pull away. 

Goming from Australia to ride was 
Derrim Porter, now in third, with Phil 
Larson and Burnworth on his derriere. 
Larson and. Burnworth both got 
around Porter on the first lap, then 
Larson proceeded to take over second 


on the third time around. It took 
Burnworth another lap before he too 
put Schmitz behind, then set after 
Larson. à 

On the fifth lap, Burnworth 
executed a beautiful maneuver, 
sliding right around Larson, and was 
in second. Meanwhile, up front, Ward 
was way out ahead of the pack and 
pulling up to lap slower traffic. As he 
passed England's Paul Hardiman on 
the front straight, Hardiman lost his 
concentration, then his balance, then 
his control and finally lost his mount 
in an end-over-end tumble that took 
him out of the race. 


When the checkers flew four laps 
later, Ward took the second leg of the 
overall with Burnworth, Larson and 
Schmitz finishing in that order. 


Making a last effort to stop the 
Ward wallop on the Yamaha Race-of 
Champions, Schmitz rocketed off the 
line and in the lead. Showing vu he 








iwill soon contest the 125cc Nationals, 
Ward sat in second for the first turn 
only and went right to work on the 
front straight, taking over the lead 
before they hit the second corner. 
‘Kehoe ran in third, but only for the 
first lap as Burnworth took over the 
show position on the second lap. 


While Ward began another romp 
on the field, Schmitz and Burnworth 
set up a battle for second that was 
stopped only by the checkered. flag. 
At the halfway mark, Schmitz was still 
holding off the charges of Burnworth, 
but succumbed to them on the fifth 
lap. The next three laps were full of 
attempts to retake the second spot, but 
Burnworth was in total control, 
Larson came up from seventh and was 
running fourth, but had no chance at 
catching either Schmitz or Burnworth 
by the end of the race. 

When the group crossed the line for 
the last time, Ward took a clean sweep 
to bring home a trophy bigger than 
himself and the 1978 YZ80E of his 
choice from the Race of Champion's 
field. Burnworth took second, but 
Schmitz took the number two overall 
position. Third and fourth went to 
Larson and Kehoe, as Burnworth 
rounded out the top five due to his first 
moto DNF. 
|. As a support Race of Champions, 
‘Italjet sponsored a Junior Cycle Race 
laf champions on little 50cc Italjets. 
|The group of 10 rode two motos, with 
ithe winner taking a trophy and the 
bike of his choice from the 50cc field, 
Itoo. 

Taking the holeshot in the first 
moto was little Paul Denis. The only 
girl in the field, Angie Scott, was in 
second off the line and Jon Jon Belisle 
was closing in third. By the end of the 
first lap, Timmy Tomaselli had moved 
into second and Belisle was running 
third. Tomaselli caught Denis in two 
laps and the duo began to battle. 
Tomaselli took the lead away on the 
fourth lap, and held it to the wire. 

Meanwhile, Kurt Henricksen was on 
the move and had taken Belisle by 
surprise. When Denis dropped to 
second, Henricksen moved up and 
began to apply a pressure that Denis 
could not tolerate. As the pack came 
around for the white flag, Henricksen 
took over second. 

When the checkers flew, Tomaselli 
took the win with Henricksen, Denis, 
Belisle and Mark Healey following. 

As the little Italjets screamed off the 
line for the second and final run, 
Belisle pulled way out in front by the 
first turn. Denis, Tomaselli and 
Henricksen followed, but on -the 
second lap Denis took over the lead. 
His command lasted for two laps when 
he went over the ridge and into the 
back section of the track, and never 
came out. Belisle retook the lead and 
eVeryone was back in the race for the 
Overall. When the checkered flag 
came out, Belisle took the win with 
Tomaselli a close second and 
Henricksen third. Tomaselli brought 
home the new Italjet as Belisle earned 
second overall ahead of Henricksen, in 
third.

Robertson, Shultz and Taylor 


smoke CRC/Bosch 5000

A $5,000 loot bag brought Darrell Shultz, David 
Taylor, Greg Robertson, Terry Clark, Ken 
Zahrt, Ron Turner, and a whole list full of 
other top Pros to Racing World for one of Cali- 


fornia Racing Club's biggest 
events of the year, the Bosch 
5000. The race was scheduled as 
part of the grand finale for Cycle- 
rama '78, winding up three days of 
championship motocross. Entries were 
treated to the super sano challenge of 
Racing World's new California track, 
open for the first time this year. The 
course, combining both European and 
American layout techniques, is cut on 


the steep side of a hill giving the racers . 


as much vertical climb as possible, 
hairpin turns at the bottom of each 
downgrade, mudholes, the usual ruts, 
grass-covered uphills, and a monster 
drop-away jump on the last downhill. 

Dave Williams leapt uphill for the 
holeshot in the first moto of the Open 
Pro race, followed around the corner 
by Robert Marino, Greg Robertson, 
and Scott Cavness. 


Greg -Robertson, riding a Kolbe 
Can-Am, decided to try and pocket 
part of the Pro purse. Holding the 
hammer down, he launched himself 
into an all-out campaign to take the 
front and in three quick laps 
completed the mission. Dave 
Williams, letting go of the position, 
seemed to have difficulty through the 


entire race and finally fell back to. 


finish fifth. Meanwhile, Terry Clark 
and his mad Maico were gradually 
grinding their way up from a sixth- 
place start and by the ninth lap were 
chewing the dirt behind Robertson. 
The remaining five laps became a 
battle between Clark and Robertson 
for the high stakes. It was Clark who 
won the duel. Charging down into the 
last lap, he cornered Robertson in the 
mud ruts and decided to take a 
shortcut by bouncing across instead of 
taking the main line through, giving 
him just the edge he needed to capture 
a final lap victory. Robertson finished 
second and Robert Marino finished 
third. 

Lining up again, the Open Pros 
were ready to either make it or break it 
in their final and most important 
moto. One top money contender, 
Darrell Shultz, who because of a 
wipeout in the first moto finished only 
eighth, was particularly ready to do 
business. When the starting gate fell, 
David Williams again took the 
holeshot with Robert Marino holding 
down second, and this time with Larry 
Roeseler picking up third. The only 
problem with the lineup was that 
Shultz came around in fourth, and 
after messing up his first moto, he just 
wasn’t going to settle for another bad 
race. Giving his sponsor, Rancho 


Cordova Suzuki, a ride they would be 
proud of he flat gassed it and before 
the end of the second lap was holding 
the number one spot where he stayed 
to win. Robertson pushed his way up 
to finish second again which gave him 
enough points to ‘take first overall. 
Dave Williams did better this race, 
finishing third but the winner of the 
first heat, Terry Clark, spilled it twice 
and dove to a sad eighth. Second 
overall went to Williams and third to 
Shultz. 

The most difficult obstacle of the 
course was the mammoth mudhole at 
the bottom of the last hill. This sweet 
little swamp swallowed at least three 
bikes per race and often the casualty 
toll climbed as high as 10. Darrell 
Shultz, second moto winner of the 
Open Pros, said it was his favorite part 
of the track and went on to prove it by 
winning both motos of the 250cc Pro 
race without getting sucked in even 
more. Of course he’s from Sacramento 
and, if it's possible, they've had even 
more rain than we have, so he's used to 
the swamp scene. 

In the first 250cc Pro moto it took 
Shultz six laps to move into the 
number one spot. Mounted on a 
Maico he cut his final two competitors, 
Ken Zahrt, and Dave Williams, out 
when he leaned into a downhill and 
ran around a muddy ditch that they 
both chose to go through. Pouring it 
on the downhills is something Shultz 
considers his specialty. Shultz finished 
first with Williams and Zahrt finishing 
second and third. 

The next round Dave Williams 
didn't give up so easily. Capturing an 
early lead he challenged Shultz all the 
way as the two diced for position. It 
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Gary Dircks (15) and Mike Brown lead 125cc Pro winner David Taylor (6).

was that deep mudhole that once 
again did it for Shultz. While Williams 
was breaking to avoid disaster Shultz 
fearlessly poured it on and just barely 
catpured the lead in the ninth lap. 
From then on the race and the overall 
victory was his, Shultz and his dad 
came down from their Northern 
Sacramento home just to race in the 
Bosch 5000. His next race will be in 
the Pontiac, MI Supercross. David 
Williams, riding a Maico for 
Wheelsmith, had to settle for second 
giving him second overall, and third 
this race was picked up by Greg 
Robertson who with his fourth-place 
finish in the first moto took home the 
third-place money. The 250cc Pro 
race had 36 entries, making it a 
difficult race- to win by anyone's 
standards. 

Dave Taylor roosted the 125cc Pros 
by winning the overall in that division. 
The first moto he started fifth and had 
to work his way up, but not without 
problems. He was riding a brand new 
Suzuki and forgot to remove the 
kickstand so halfway through the race 
it was flopping around, hitting the 
ground, making a general racket and 
causing him to lose his concentration. 
He never did cop the lead from Mark 
Lawrence who won the first moto, so 
he had to settle for second. 

In the second race he took the win 
from the holeshot through the 
checkered flag. BG-sponsored Taylor 
will begin riding in the Nationals in 
April and will also be joining Shultz in 

the Supercross circuit. Mark Lawrence 
10 and his Yamaha finished third this 








race giving him second overall and hot 
Gary Denton, riding a Suzuki for Al 
Baker R&D, took third overall. 

There was one other major problem 
CRC racers had to deal with by the 
end of the day; sunburns. Yes, after 
weeks of umbrella riding, the Easter 
weekend Bosch 5000 was crowned with 
so much sun that racers and spectators 
alike were overdosing on suntan oil.

Senior B and Beginner classes rode 
two loops for the day while Novice, 
Amateur, Senior A and Expert classes 
rode three loops. The relatively easy 
loops consisted of 17 sections of 
varying terrain which included loose 
off-cambers, mudholes, and some 
streams of water. 

Section One remained uncleaned by 
Amateurs and Experts for the day. 
Riders entered downhill into a 
gully...immediately back up the 
other side with a  grassy . off- 
camber...then a left turn heading for 
the exit. This short section was a real 
point-giver! 

Whaley, on his second loop, was the 
only Expert rider to clean Section 
Four. Experts entered down a gully 
making a 180° turn back up a 16-foot 
cliff. Then they turned back down 
again, crossed a creekbed with a slight 
left and then turned right up a nasty 
rut and out the exit. Novice, Amateur 
and Senior A classes entered the same 
way but only made a 90? turn, going 
across the creekbed with a hop over 
some rocks and back into the rut, then 
out the exit. 

Section Nine was a dabber for most 
of the Senior B and Beginner riders. 
Entering on a downhill, riders made a

slight right turn on an off-camber 
followed by a left turn down into a 
two-foot mudhole, then up and out 
the exit. 


Double Section 16 and 17 which was 
checked by that decisive gal, Magda 
Lauxen, was the spectator’s section of 
the day. Expert, Amature and Senior 
A riders entered down into a rocky 
stream, made a 180? turn up an 
embankment with an immediate 1809 
lock-turn back down into the stream 
for 20 yards. Next came a right turn 
up a three-foot cliff, continuing on up 
the bank and struggling for traction 
all the way, then a left turn on a 
downhill off-camber back into the 
stream which both ended Section 16 
and began Section 17. Here, riders 
had to give it the throttle on an off- 
camber to a flat summit. Water from 
the stream made this difficult as the 
day wore on! Riders who made it this 
far had approximately 20 yards of flat 
ground to take a breather before 
making a 10-foot drop-off with a sharp 
left turn into the stream. That was 
followed by a right turn up to (guess 
what?) the exit! Had to see it to believe 
it!

Bauer takes Pro win at 
CRC’s Dr. Pepper GP

TRABUCO CANYON, CA, MAR. 25 


Steve Bauer and his DG Suzuki took the lead 
on the second lap and did not relinquish it, 
taking the victory at the Dr. Pepper Grand Prix, 
promoted by the California Racing Club. 


With motors lit and riders 
straddling their bike's front wheel, 
the banner dropped. Brian Ben- 
nett pulled the holeshot and led. 


the field of Amateurs, Experts, and 
Pros across the ridge and down to the 
start, finish area. Blasting through 
the first needlehole Bennett and his 
KTM had a slight advantage over 
Bauer. Dean York (400 KTM), Randy 
Rodrigez (450 Mai) and smallbore 
Andy Kirker (125 Yam) were the next 
wave of mud slinging Pros, all of 
which were jockeying for position. 
The real surprise was 16-year-old Jim 
Holley and his 100cc Yamaha running 
sixth overall. 

On the second lap Bennett was over 
taken by Bauer who just motored on. 

As the race progressed the mudholes 
got bigger and bigger causing several 
riders to be thrown down and engulfed 
by mud. 

At the checkered flag it was Bauer 
all by himself with the overall victory 
tucked safely in his belt. Bennett, the 
desert ace, was in next with first 
lightweight Kirker, doing an 
outstanding job for third. 

Faced with the problem of which 
class to run in, 31-year-old Jim O'Neal 
shouldn't worry about being 
competitive, for he should consider 
himself a threat to the younger riders 
as he powered his 370cc Can-Am to 
fourth at the finish from 10th on the 
first lap. 

B. Conway (400 KTM) rode 
consistently for fifth overall with Mark 
Cook (250 Hus) capturing the 250cc 
win. 

Holley kept his 100cc screamer 
humming to take second lightweight 
and seventh overall. 

Chuck Miller and his 250cc Premier 
Yamaha was the apparent winner of 
the Amateur class with some way-out 
riding to get him there. 

The Open Novice and Beginners 
were the lead-off event with Gary 
Mulconery and his vintage CZ leaping 
into the early lead. Mulconery did an 
unbelievable job of pulling away from 
the newer, more sophisticated 
machinery for the majority of the race. 

Running second most of the race was 
Myram Kitchen (Yam) who was just 
waiting for Mulconery to make a large 
error, and he did. A couple of laps 


* from the end, Mulconery ran out of 


petrol and was sidelined with Kitchen 
picking up the lead and the eventual 
victory with Ken Baer (Yam) and 
Terry Utterback finishing second and 
third. 

The second race of the day was the 
250cc Novices and Beginners. Steve 
Dalley and his Honda jumped out to 
an early lead over Brian Zier, Mike 
Tinajero and Jack Fuller, all riding 
Yamahas. 

After the completion of lap two it 
looked as though Tinajero, who had 


passed Zier, would be able to catch 
Dalley but this was not the case. A few 
laps later Tinajero began to tire and 
was passed by Fuller. 

Despite a poor start, Larry Spaeth 
was riding hard and moved up from 
11th on the first lap to within striking 
distance of Tinajero, with the help of 
his Yamaha. 

When the checkered flag dropped it 
was Steve Dalley with an impressive 
Start to finish victory,Fuller did a fine 
job for second and Spaeth caught 
Tinajero for third. 

Along with the 250s were the hard 
chargin’ gals ‘of the Women’s Division 
led by Jolene Payne. With the aid of 
her Cycle Products West KTM 175, 


Payne led from start to finish. Jolene's - 


closest coinpetitor, Lori Farmer, ran 
into difficulties right away and could 
not keep her Steve's Bultaco at speed. 

The 200cc and under. Novices and 
Beginners proved to be action filled as 
always. Out front on the first lap was 
Yamaha of El Montes's Reed “Valve” 
Johnson with Dean Checkos right on 
his rear fender. Trying to overtake 
Johnson, Checkos got off and into a 
huge bush. After remounting his 
Suzuki, Checkos made an attempt to 
continue but threw a chain and retired 
for the day. Johnson lost the lead 
about three quarters of the way 
through the race with Lorne Crawford 
taking over until the finish. Crawford 
has been getting hot in the CRC desert 
action lately and showed his versatility 
by his win today. 

In race five, Leon Price (400 Yam)

Charlie 
Hermansen was 10 bikes ahead of the 
rowdy bunch; Dick Camp on his T&O- 
tuned scoot was seven bikes in front of 
Charlie, but the leader of the feeble 
folk was Ron Bebo at 19th overall. 

James Vincent had no idea he was 
running first C (175cc) Expert again. 
He also didn't know motocrosser Jeff 
Blix was hot on his tail, rear flat and 
all.

Beginners crossing the valley for the 
first time came into view, Balentine, 
having a hell of a time with his Baja 
suspension, hit the second wash- 
crossing, flew through the air sideways 
a good 20 yards.

Chances are if you have the desire to improve 
the performance of your two-cycle motorcycle 
you can. A minimum of mechanical exper- 
ience, basic home tools, and an understanding 


of methods to be considered 
combined with a minimum of 
cash outlay can produce very 
respectable performance im- 
provements. Start with a perfectly 
clean motorcycle and a copy of the 
shop. manual for your machine. 
Needless to say your engine must be in 
a good state of repair before 
modifications are made. If you need a 
rebuild you can do this, and 
modifications which apply, at the 
same time while the engine is apart. 
No buck mods 

Sometimes less is more, for instance

16 where the head gasket, of an engine | 


can be reduced in thickness to increase 
compression. In certain cases the head 
gasket can be entirely removed and a 
thin even layer of silicone: sealer used 
in its place. This is very effective when 
the sealing surface of the head has one 
or more grooves cut into it. Others 
may require you to find or make a 
suitable replacement of the desired 
thickness. Most engines of similar 
displacement have some inter- 
changeable parts. This is particularly 
true of Japaneese brands, where most 
share the same bore and stroke dimen- 
sions for a given displacement. Many 
twin cylinder models are the same as 
two singles, a 250 twin being two 125 


singles and a 350 twin two 175 singles, 
etc. Stud patterns of cylinders are of- 
ten identical even disregarding 
displacements, thus there are many in- 
terchangeable head and base gaskets 
among these machines. If you must 
make new gaskets do so from like 
materials. Copper is preferable for 
head gaskets. Aluminum, like that 
used for home siding or chimney 
flashing, is also good. 

Lowering the cylinder into the cases 
by using a thinner base gasket can 
provide significant low-mid RPM im- 
provements. When the cylinder is so 
lowered the exhaust and transfer port 
timings are altered while' compression 
is increased as the piston now rises 
higher in the bore, decreasing deck- 
height. which is that distance from 
piston top to cylinder top at TDC. 
This mod is particularly useful when 
preparing a  peaky motocross 
machine for a winter of hare scram- 
bles. 








thicker gasket, multiple gaskets (not 
over three thin ones) or a spacer-gasket 
sandwich raises the exhaust and trans- 
fer ports for increased breathing at 
higher RPM. Compression is reduced 
in this instance because of the 
resulting lower deck height. This 
requires a correspondingly thinner 
head gasket to maintain or increase 
compression. 


Filing the top edge of the exhaust 
port and the intake skirt of the piston 
can be used in this juggling act to get 
the desired inlet and exhaust timing; 
Be very careful when performing any 
of these modifications to maintain safe 
operating clearances, particularly 
connecting rod to cylinder liner'iand 
piston to cylinder. head clearance; 
Maintain a minimum of .010. deck 
height. Don't raise or lower the cylin: 





der more than .020 on your first try | 


although it may be possible to alter 
these .040 to .060, depending on your 
machine. Don't cut over .040 from the 
intake skirt of your piston or remove 
over .010 from the top of the exhaust 
port in your early experiments. Don't 
touch the ports at their cylinder 
opening if your cylinder is a chrome- 
lined one as you may cause the chrome 
to start peeling. 

Match and polish the inlet tract

from the carb mouth to the piston 
skirt. Match and polish the exhaust 
tract from cylinder liner through the 
exhaust flange and into the pipe. Mat- 
ch the transfer ports from the cases to 
the cylinder liner and from the cases to 
the cylinder ports. Do not try to 
enlarge or reshape any of these 
passages at this time, but rather con- 
centrate on smoothing them and 
eliminating overhanging gaskets and 
mismatched openings. 

If your engine utilizes a rotary valve 
inlet you can streamline it's inlet tract 
from carb mouth through the engine 
cases and modify intake timing in- 
dependently of exhaust and transfer 
timing by cutting material from the 
opening and closing edges of the valve. 
Work in known increments of either 
decimal inches or crank degrees, and 
seek competent advise by those 
familiar with your specific equipment 
before starting. 

Bending the ground electrode of 
your favorite plug out to where you 
can file it shorter so that its end exact- 
ly aligns over the middle of the center 
electrode provides better spark and 
fouling resistance, next to that of the 
fine-wire types at half the price. AC 
plugs have this feature standard on 
their two-cycle applications. 1 have 
never found a use for the retracted gap 
plugs often recommended for 
Japaneese performance engines. Ditch 
these high-price, fast fouling (racing?) 
plugs in favor of a like heat range con- 
ventional plug. If the plug threads ex- 
tend into the combustion space of your 
head you should space the plug with a 
single copper washer of the required 
thickness so that the plug end is just 
flush with the head surface. 

Never used any other than high- 
test, leaded gasoline in any motor- 
cycle, regardless of manufacturer 
recommendations. By and large, top 
pro tuners agree that despite their 
disadvantages the Castor based 
lubricants still provide the best engine 
protection, but then if all tuners agree 
on everything there would be no such 
thing as tuning. 


Low buck mods 

Typically for around $10 you can 
have a competent machinist modify 
your cylinder head to provide an im- 
proved compression ratio or com- 
bustion chamber shape. If you have a 
racing oriented dealer chances are he 
can provide you with specifications for 
just such a modifiction. If your spark 
plug is recessed inside it's tapped 
opening into the combustion chamber 
now.is the time to have the amount 
required to bring it flush with the 
chamber machined from the plug 
gasket sealing surface. 

Many larger replacement carbs are 
simply bored versions of the same 
castings with corresponding metering 
increases. Determine if you can bore 
your carb by comparing it to a like 
model of the size desired. Most 30, 32 
anid.34mm carbs are machined from 
the same casting, as are most 36 and 
38mm carbs machined from the next 
larger casting. Boring your carb 
should cost around $10. 

The most effective procedure at 
minimum cost to either increase 
overall speed or acceleration (pick 
one)'is to increase (for speed) or 
decrease (for acceleration) the tooth 
coünt' on the countershaft sprocket. 
This typically costs around $5. 

Ihave purposely refrained from 
complicated, costly or specialized 
modifications particularly concerning 
resonant tuning of the intake and 
exhaust, to favor simplicity for the 
beginning tuner. Hopefully success 
and satisfaction in early tuning ven- 
tures will lead those so inclined to seek 
further knowledge. I1 would recom- 
mend the purchase of H.P. Book's 
Two Stroke Tuners Handbook by 
Gordon Jennings. ° 
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If you must go faster, think first how you'll look in plaster.

In the 250cc half mile Money go, it 
was wire-to-wire for "Speedy" Pete 
Hames as he outdistanced the rest of 
the field. Joe Steffen had to do battle 
for second with a hungry Dylan 
Neihart, running this time with a full 
tank of gas. Neihart had his moment 
of glory when he got under Steffen on 
the third lap to capture the qumber 
two spot. With five laps to go no one 
made any mistakes and at the 
checkered it was Hames, Neihart and 
Steffen. 


Eleven 750cc bikes were on the line 
for the start of the Money half mile 
and it was a battle between Yamaha 
and Harley-Davidson. At the drop of 
the flag it was Northern California 
rider Bud Robinson aboard a Harley 
taking the lead with Steve Fortune (H- 
D) and Don Tortorelli (H-D) in the 
two and three spots. By the second lap 
Mike Minnig and his big Yamaha had 
bulldozed their way from fifth to third 
and were looking for more. It wasn't 
too long in coming; by lap three he 
was running second and when they 
came around on lap four he was in the 
lead. Tortorelli, in third, started 
knocking on Robinson's door but he 
didn't get much of an answer until the 
seventh lap when it opened a crack 
which was all Tortorelli needed to go 
to second. Robinson came right back 
to reclaim his spot and held off 
Tortorelli to the checkered. 

Scott Dinkins, really up after 
winning the Open Money race last 
week, was a victim of Murphy's Law: 
Anything that can go wrong will and it 
did. In the Open Amateur/Expert 
race, Dinkins got off behind Tortorelli 
and pressured his way to the lead three 
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laps later. Before he could even settle 
in, his bike went sour and he dropped 
one spot shy of last and was out the 
next lap. Tortorelli was again on top 
but Bud Robinson plucked the prize 
away and went on for the win. Steve 
Fortune rounded out the field in third. 

Ammex rider Craig Dale went wire- 
to-wire for the win in the Open 
Amateur/Expert TT. Roy Porter 
didn't last long under the attack of 
Eddie Drake, who relieved him of 
second before they had come around 
on lap two. After the first flurry, 
everyone settled down and finished in 
that order. 

Rob Selvy picked up a dual win as 
he captured both the TT and half mile 
250cc classes. The TT was the easy one 
as he went wire-to-wire on it. Jack 
Smith held the second spot for two- 
thirds of the race but Bobby 
Garabedian got by him as the white 
flag came out. 

On the half mile lady luck smiled on 
Selvy as Pete Hames was setting a pace 
no one looked able to catch but 
mechanical problems hit and Selvy 
was there. Todd Brown had problems 
getting his fire lit but once he did, it 
didn’t take him long to move from 
fifth to second and Terry Singleton 
went right along with him to finish 
third.

Moorewood, Brown 
and Kehoe 
dominate AME 
Racing World

TRABUCO CANYON, CA, MAR. 19 
After a total rain-out two weeks 
before, American Motocross En- 
terprises came back to Racing 
World for a primo day of blue 
skies, moist track conditions, and hot 
race competition. 

AME Pro Lance Moorewood made 
a triumphant return to the winner's 
circle after being laid up for over a 
month with a foot injury. Proving 
himself to still be-in excellent shape, 
he stole the show in both the 250cc and 
Open Pro classes. In three of his races, 
Moorewood ran as uncontested leader 
from start to finish and usually got so 
far out front that the number-two man 
couldn't have read the "Team DG" 
lettering on his jersey with a pair of 
10x70 binoculars. However, in his 
fourth race — the second moto of the 
250cc Pros, he rolled onto the cement 
starting block with wet wheels and 
couldn't get traction when the gate 
fell. Rounding the corner in sixth 
place, Moorewood hauled cakes down 
the straight and catching the group 
still bunched together blazed by David 
Cardoza and Mitch Musgrave moving 
himself into fourth. A half a lap later 
he found a line by Don Glover taking 
third and began closing in on Mark 
Taylor who in turn also let him by. At 
the top of the third lap he was waving 
goodbye to former front runner Rick 
Cavish and heading out into the wide 
open spaces. From then on in the race 
was his. Moorewood rode a Suzuki in 
the Open Pro race and a Yamaha in 
the 250cc event. 

Running behind Moorewood at the 
start of the first Open Pro race was 
Don Bazemore who held the spot until 
he fell in the fifth lap, letting Mike 
Lillevig take over. Lillevig tried his 
hand at defending the position but 
near the end of the race lost ground to 
both Rick Marion and Bazemore who 
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Mike Brown leads the 125cc Pros at Racing World. Brown won both motos.

was moving up again. Marion and 
Bazemore finished second and third. 

The final Open Pro match was 
nearly a carbon copy of the first with 
the exception that Bazemore spun the 
sprocket right off his hub and didn't 
fiaish. DG-sponsored Moorewood 
finished first overall and Rick Marion, 
riding a Husky for Action Cycle, 
earned the second place money. 

The first run of the 250cc Pro race 


found Mitch Musgrave hot on 
_Moorewood’s heels until the fourth lap 


when Pat Delligatta passed him. Don 
Glover moved up in the eighth lap to 
squeeze by Musgrave also and at the 
finish it was Moorewood, Delligatta, 
and Glover. 

In the next round Glover manned 
his Can-Am around Rick Cavish for 
the second place spot behind 
Moorewood. Cavish continued to lose 
ground and eventually fell out of the 
race. Musgrave and his FMF- 
sponsored Yamaha found his way 
around Cavish for third. First, second, 
and third overall went to Moorewood, 
Glover, and Delligatta. 

Mike Brown scored a big one for 
himself by winning both motos of the 
125cc Pro race-and by turning in the 
overall fastest lap time for the day. 
DG-sponsored Brown pioneered a 
path for Skip Blake and Jesse Slaton to 
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follow and they in turn blazed a trail 
for the rest. Blake suffered a loss when 
his Suzuki blew a fuel line which made 
him stop mid-race for a patch job. 
Recovering his position became an all 
out effort but he managed it in three 
fast laps and finished just behind 
Brown. Blake and Slaton wound up 
second and third in both races giving 
consistent overall wins to the three top 
takers. 

It was a super day-for the AME 
most of which were holding 
their own last minute dress rehearsals 
for Easter Sunday’s NMA World Mini 
Grand Prix. Eric Kehoe entered three 
classes and finished first in all six 
motos. U.S. Yamaha-sponsored Kehoe 
won in the 83cc Stock, 83cc Modified, 
and 105cc Open Mini classes. Kehoe’s 
hot handling was the main reason for 
the big wins but owning three factory 
bikes sure didn’t hurt. The bike he 
rode in the Open Mini class was a 
tricked up 100cc Yamaha engine 
strapped to a Trackmaster chromoly 
frame with Betor forks. The other two 
bikes he rode were 83cc Yamahas, one 
a stock job provided by Van Nuys 
Cycle, and the other a modified 
version from U.S. Yamaha. 

AME will be back at Racing World 
April 2.

He 
took the lead and left the rough stuff 
for W.C. Thornton and Pattison, who 
finished in that order while battling 
for second. 3 

The 81-200cc class was one of the 
most exciting races of the day. Warren 
Barr got the holeshot then seized with 
only 55 miles on his newengine. — . 

As 27-year-old George Luther took 
over, 19-year-old Jim Odle was hot on 
his trail.

Wins come twice 
at CMMC MX

SAN DIEGO, CA, MAR. 19 

The wins came in pairs in the 
California Mini-Motorcycle Club 
race at Barona Oaks Race- 
way with Yamaha-mounted Scott 
Hamilton taking wins in the Expert 
Modified Mini and Open 105cc Mini 
classes; Suzuki rider David Hopwood 
grabbing the Stock and Modified 12- 
16-year-old Intermediate classes; Bob 
Rose (Suz) taking the 9-11 Stock and 
Modified Intermediate classes, and 
red-hot Terry Murray (Suz) notching 
runaway victories in the 12-16 
Modified and Stock Novice classes. 

Hamilton is a third generation 
racer, being the son of former CRA 
Sprint Car and SDRA Super Modified 
Champion Don Hamilton, and the 
grandson of former Midget, Jalopy 
and Super Modfied’ driver Gordon 
Hamilton whose career went back to 
the “good old days” at Balboa Stadium 
and Carrell Speedway. Ten-year-old 
Bob Rose made his return to racing 
after a three-month layoff a big one 
with two strong wins in the highly 
competitive 9-11 Intermediates. Rose, 
who had a great year as a Novice in 
1976, (actually moving up to the 9-11 
group while still eight) but a 
disappointing 1977 Sophomore year, 
appears back on the track for-1978. 
The real test will come next race on 
Apr. 2, however, as Intermediate 
point leader Jon Jon Belisle will be 
returning from his Grand National 
Championship win at. the Houston 
Astrodome. 

The outstanding two motos. of the 
day were in the Novice 125cc 
Motorcycle class. Yamaha-mounted 
Greg Cramer grabbed the overall with 
two hard fought seconds after two 
motos that featured lead swaps several 
times a lap between as many as five 
different riders. Brian Fuller (Suz) and 
Loren Duncan (Hon) gave it all they 
had with several banzai runs by 
Duncan and a first moto win by Fuller, 
but after the dust settled it was the 
steady riding Cramer who had the top 
spot. 

In the Powder Puff class, Tammy 
McGuire (Yam) took her second 
straight victory: Tammy has already 
acquired the Number One Powder 
Puff plate for 1978 with U.S. 
Minicycle Racing Association in races 
held earlier this year at Elsinore and 
Barona. e.

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Not too long ago, it appeared 
that there would be little or no 
professional racing in the West 
during April. Things change fast. 

First, the second annual running of 
the Sears Point AMA National road 
races, which ran last year in July, were 
switched to April. Then along came 
Aggie and created five Ascot Friday 
night half miles with point fund and 
bonus money attached. 

A major point should be cleared up 
regarding Sears Point. In some 
publications it was listed as April 22- 
23. The actual weekend is April 15-16. 
The event carries a full load of races; 
Novice, Expert Lightweight, Expert 
750, Superbike Production and 
sidecar-events for two full days at the 
course located north of the San 
Francisco Bay. 

Even the reports from the Holiday 
Inn in San Rafael are good. When the 
motocrossers stayed there late last 
season, part of the place — the bar 
and cafe — burned down. The latest 
official report is that at least the bar 
will be back open by April 15, and 
with most of the racing crowd that's 
the more important of the two. 

Last year, it was correctly predicted 
that Kenny Roberts would win the 
Sears Point event. Even though he 
started last, he still won. Kenny will 
not be there this year, so it leaves this 


road race — and all the rest on the 
Camel Pro Series schedule — wide 
open. 


Skip Aksland will return from the 
John Player Transatlantic Trophy 
Match Race Series to join point leader 
Steve Eklund and Gary Scott for round 
four in the series, the last National 
road race until mid-June. 

West coast fans will get to see 
Novice Freddie Spencer from 
Louisiana for the only time on 
pavement. He is a Novice in name only 
and should go undefeated the entire 
year on pavement. 

Spencer and many other out of state 
riders will be heading west early to 
take in the Friday night half miles at 
Ascot, starting on April 7. Spencer, 
you see, is one of those rare modern 
day birds that can ride both pavement 
and dirt in winning style. 

Gary Scott should be at Ascot as 
well. He's off to his best early season 
National start in years. A new Ascot 
National half mile follows the May 7 
San Jose mile on Saturday night, May 
19. 

Aksland and Scott are currently tied 
for third in the $100,000 Camel gold 
rush, just seven points behind Jay 
Springsteen. Jay will sit out the Sears 
Point event but will most certainly be 
the guy to beat at San Jose and Ascot. 


Springsteen stroked his way around 
Ascot in the final event last year as he 
had already wrapped up the title the 
night before. But he cannot afford to 
ease off inthe first National half mile of 
the season, especially with the three 


privateers — Eklund, Aksland and 
Scott — off to such a fast start and 
with all three expected to finish in the 
top 10 at Sears Point. 

Eklund was running llth at 
Daytona, a point-paying spot, until 
late in the race. Sears Point runs only 
a 75-mile final. Eklund will certainly 
score and remain the point leader 
heading into San Jose on May 7. 

Over 100 Junior class dirt trackers 
showed | up for the  pre- 
Daytona dirt track events in Florida. 
They'd better show up at Ascot as well 
if they are planning on being invited to 
participate in the San Jose “Junior 
Invitational” on May 7. Ascot points 
were the basis for being invited last 
year, and it worked out to where the 
yellow plate lads put on the best and 
safest show ever. They earned their 
way in, instead of just picking up the 
phone or gaining points in some 
unrelated type of racing. 

Five straight weeks of half mile 
racing are guaranteed to show who has 
the talent and equipment to switch to 
a mile and run fast. Last year’s record 
as a Novice on a 250 just doesn’t quite 
cut it when it comes to running over 
100 mph on a mile oval! 

Not to be overlooked at both Ascot 
and San Jose is the battle for “Rookie 
of the Year.” Right now, California’s 
Eddie Lawson and Alabama's Lance 
Jones are the only two rookies with 
National points. Each has six heading 
into San Jose and Ascot. Jones has 
switched from Triumph to H-D this 
season while Lawson remains on a 
Yamaha. To date, Lawson has 
outshined Jones who was the top rated 
Junior half-miler in the nation in ‘77. 


Between April 7 and May 7, 
California plays host to five half miles, 
one mile and two days of road racing. 
Not too bad for starters, especially 
when it looked like a big zero not too 
long ago. Ascot will also host a half 
mile event the night before their May 
13 National, which may be some type 
of “qualifier” for the Novice and 
Junior riders to compete on National 
night.

The Ridge Runners Motorcycle 
Club of Santa Cruz had redesigned 
their natural-terrain course for the 
1978 season and it was hard to tell that 
thousands of motorcycles had passed 
over this area during the four years the 
track has been in operation. 

First races of the day were the 100cc 
Novice class and the Old Timers. Gary 
Hutto put in a consistent ride in the 
100cc class on his Yamaha, finishing 
third in moto one and winning the 
second go around for a first overall. 
Jim Saitone rode his Maico to a 
tremendous lead in both motos of the 
Old Timers to take the overall win. 

As usual, the 125ce Experts put on a 
good show as Mike Marquez (Hus) 
broke into the early lead in the first 
moto after Larry Wosick (Yam) went 
off the course on the last turn of the 
first lap when his throttle stuck. 
Charlie Halcomb (Hus) diced with 
Tim Hebard (Suz) during the middle 
of the moto but got by into the second 
position and began to go after 
Marquez. Halcomb was gaining 
rapidly on the leader when his rear 
brake arm broke on the second-to-last 
lap. Although he had to slow down 
quite a bit, he was able to maintain 
second as he crossed the line. 

Moto two saw Halcomb get off to a 


30 poor start with Kelly Hardman (Hus) 








moving into the lead on lap two. 
Hardman continued to lead until the 
last half of the final lap when 
Halcomb squirted by to take the win. 
Hardman was in second place and 
being pressured by Larry Wosick 
(Yam) as he came out of the back 
section on the last lap and almost lost 
that position on the tight right turn 10 
yards before the finish.

Rod Williams (Suz), 
apparently deciding that if you are 
going to win you may as well do it 
right, completely ran away with both 
motos of the 125cc Novice III event, 
winning the second moto by half-a- 
lap. 

Phe 250cc Expert race saw some 
good dicing with Parry Klassen (Mai) 
charging swiftly through the pack in 
the first moto to take over the lead on 
the last lap, passing Paul Turner (Suz) 
as the two came out of the back section 
and headed for the final turn. 

In the second moto, Larry Wosick 
(Yam), who had led for awhile in the 
first go-around, took over the lead on 
the fourth lap and held on for the win. 
Turner and Klassen had a good dice 
throughout most of the moto but 
Klassen became a victim of the 
mudhole on the last lap and Turner 
fode on to second. 

Steve Kusanovich (Yam) led wire-to- 
wire in the first Open Amateur moto 
but had to fight with Joe Bertran (Mai) 
in the second clash. Bertran took the 
lead on the second-to-last lap and held 
on with Kusanovich finishing in 
second. The first and second gave 
Kusanovich the overall with Bertran, 
who finished poorly in moto one, 
ending up with a fourth place trophy.

The 
riders' reason was that this was their 
last chance at getting dialed into the 
track before the April 9 Hangtown 
classic. 


Darrell Shultz used the “Magnum 
force of his Maico to rocket off the line 
first in the first Open Pro moto, 
followed by Delno Becker and Bill 
Swartze: Tad Gumbmann was coming 
up quickly through the pack. At the rate 
he was going, “Tad Pole” could catch 
Shultz by the end of the moto.

Tad was really closing the gap and 
by the white flag had moved up to 
where he might have a chance in the 
last lap. When they came around 
before the finish, Tad was close and 
Darrell looked back and saw him 
moving up. He then turned, saw how 
close He was to the finish, then set his 
pace to assure him a win. He took the 
checkered with Gumbmann right on 
his tail. Swartze finished back in third. 


Moto two was another one of 
Shultz's holeshots but this time 
Gumbmann was there from the start 
to put the pressure on. Swartze was 
again in third. 

Shultz was pulling a lead by lap 
three but when the white flag started 
waving, “Tad Pole" put his Maico into 


W.F. Overdrive and impelled himself 
into position to do battle with Shultz. 

The battle never resulted in any 
lead changes so Shultz took the win 
and overall with Gumbmann second 
for second overall. Swartze was back in 
third and Delno Becker finished 
fourth overall. 


It took three tries to get the 250cc 
Experts started but Shultz had little 
trouble making it to the first turn 
ahead of Gumbmann and Don 
Ferraro. But when lap two started 
“Tad Pole” zapped Shultz and decided 
to do a little pace setting.

time today.

This gave Cantaloupi 
third for second overall behind Shultz.
